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INTEODXJOTORY. 



As is very generally known among the profession, we have for the last fifteen years 
been accustomed to publish, from time to time, for gratuitous circulation, literature upon 
Tario«s subjects of peculiar interest to the physician. Without particular design, this printed 
matter, as it has accumulated, has classified itself as follows: 

1. Literature upon New Remedies, comprising at first such extracts and reprints as we 
were able to ^Ican from the medical periodicals of the day, and later our more elaborate 
* 'working bulletins" for the scientific investigation of new drugs. 

2. Literature upon the much mooted question of ethical pharmacy and its reladons 
to the medical profession. 

3. Literature, descriptive, instructive and otherwise, concerning the therapeutic prop- 
erties, physical appearance, etc., of the standard medicinal products and fine pharmaceot^ 
cal specialties manufactured by us. 

These three divisions, of course, have naturally divided themselves in sub-classes 
which it is not necessary here to enumerate. Much of this printed matter has been contro- 
versial in its nature. Some of these controversies — /. ^., the Gibbons-Bundy, and the 
Tonga affairs — are settled, and the value of the literature is simply historical. Other contests 
are yet pending — ^as the battle between scientific pharmacy and quasi-quackery — ^and we axe 
so absorbed in present conflicts that we hat-e little time to rest upon the laurels of onr 
past victories, to contemplate the good work already performed in behalf of legitimate 
pharmacy. 

We are now, and have always been, in daily receipt of requests from our friends 'to 
send them * 'circulars upon new remedies," * 'printed matter upon the trade-mark question," 
"some of your working bulletins," etc. Such indefinite demands as these give us no 
idea in what particular class of our printed matter the applicant is interested. In the 
infancy of this literature, when it comprised - only a few pamphlets, we found no difficulty 
in answering these carte blanche applications, by mailing a copy of each. A glance at the 
appended list of these pamphlets will demonstrate the impossibility of continuing this 
practice. 

The chief object, therefore, of this pamphlet is to supply an epitome of the ground covered 
in detail by our other literature; to enable the busy practitioner to readily select such literature 
as he will be pleased to have us send him, and to give him a panoramic and comprehensive 
view of our business as mantifacturing pharmacists, as well as the relations we seek to 
maintain between the professions of pharmacy and science, to the end that the chief object 
of both — the amelioration of the ills of the human race — may be attained in its highest and 
truest sense. Trusting that the circle of sympathy which encloses us with so many thous- 
ands of professional friends may continue to widen and strengthen, we subscribe ourselves.

Many of the articles advertised in the Medical Journals, claiming to be phannaceut 
cals, cannot be admitted into the pharmacopoeia, or accepted in scientific literature, for 
reason that the names of these preparations are claimed as private property, and 
formulae, or art of manufacture, are nowhere published, but are things of Trade Secrecy] 
The pharmacy of these articles, therefore, is in danger of becoming a lost art, and the 
disappearance from existence is merely a question of time. What will be the effect on 
Literature of Medicine if medicinal preparations, the names of which are incorporated in 
medical text-books, no longer exist in the next century? We hold that every new pre] 
tion introduced should be provided with a proper name, and that its formula should be put 
lished in standard literature, in ^uch a manner that any one else can manufacture the article,] 
sa that the Pharmacy of the Nineteenth Century may have a place in history. 

We have no objection to an author copyrighting his book, but this does not prevent! 
any one else from writing another book on the same subject, or in any way lock up the free 
diffusion of knowledge. We do not object to a Pharmacist patenting his machinery, appara-l 
tns or processes, believing that the patent law was designed to stimulate inventors to invent, 
and to publish their inventions, for the purpose of promoting progress in Science and the 
Arts. The Patent law does net lock up knowledge, for the invention finally becomes public 
property. We do not object to. that just protection given to the manufacturer of a known 
article by the use of a trade-mark, to designate his brand from all other brands of the same 
article, but we do most earnestly protest against that abuse where the common or only name | 
of an article is claimed as a trade-mark, the article itself monopolized forever in consequence, 
and the nomenclature of pharmacy ruined thereby. As it is a recognized axiom in law that 
a descriptive name cannot be* used as a trade-mark, it would seem to us that the names 
claimed as such in the cases referred to, v^ere the articles are not accompanied by proper 
names, becomes by use the proper designation, and that the manufacturers of these com- 
pounds will find to their sorrow, when the matter comes to a legal test, that the Supreme 
Court will decide against them. ' These points are of a great importance to science, to legiti- 
mate trade, and to the public at large. 

Our attempt is to put Pharmacy on such a basis that it can be regarded as scientific, 
and that it may be accepted by the Pharmacopoeia and in scientific literature. — The Pharma^ 
cist and Chemist^ May, z88a.

ABRUS I'RECATORIUS. 



Jcquirily. Synonym!, abri radix i^Pkar. of laii.); Indian Liquorice, Jatnaica -Jiiid

An infusion is brushed on the inner surface of the lids or applied on a linen com- 
iresa to the surface of the lids. Thus applied, it will produce in a few days a decided 
roupous and purulent conjunctivitis, which, on subsiding, leaves the trachomatous tids 
elieved of the granulations. The intensity of the inflammation may be regulated by the 
requency and strength of the applications. Applied too frequently, or in too concentrated 
orm the inflammation becomes diphtheritic in its character. De Wecker's theory of its 
iction is that it develops a vegetable ferment on the diseased conjunctiva which prevents 
he evolution of new granulations and is destructive to those already formed, 

A cautious trial of jequirity in chronic inflammations, of a catarrhal nature, of mucous 
XI em bran e wherever located, has been suggested. Its property of exciting acute inflam- 
matloa of limited duration would seem to warrant its use in such conditions, e.^., in chronic 
gonorrhcea, uncomplicated with stricture, vaginal leucorrhcea, elc. An agent which 
»ill excite an inflammation which, running its course, will, as it were, smother the original 
lepraved process, has been felt to be a desideratum in such cases. Perhaps jequirity may 
be found to supply it. A perusal of the articles on the subject reproduced in a pamphlet 
published by us (which will be mailed upon application), will afford a guide to its careful 
employment.

It has a ft 
aromatic flavor, and produces a general feeling of warmth and comfort in the stomach. It 
undoubtedly a fine stomachic, and as such its efficacy is improved by the addition of 
small quantity of brandy. I would recommend that it be used in the form of a fluid extra 
containing as little alcohol as possible, in doses of 20 to 30 drops in a little water, to be r 
peated every 10 or 15 minutes, until vomiting ceases. In atonic dyspepsia it will be found 
pleasant and efficient remedy.'

It is believed to have a specific action on the uterus, and is employed 
for the relief of painful affections of that organ, and is even believed to be capable of indudiig 
abortions. An analysis of the drug made in our laboratory shows that the drag 
contains an alkaloidal principle, but its peculiar pungent properties reside in its oleoresin, 
and are doubtless closely connected with its medicinal activity. Experiments are in 
progress to determine what physiological action its different constituents possess. 
Meanwhile we solicit from physicians reports of such clinical experiments as they may haft 
opportunity to make. No definite dose can at present be assigned, but 10 to 30 minims d 
e fluid extract may be suggested for trial.

— This preparation is placed before the profession on the recommenda- 
tion of physicians who have been induced to employ the plant from reports of its effects 
in domestic practice in the regions of its habitat. The effects are to relieve the irritability 
of the uterus, and consequent abnormal pains, liable to occur during the latter months of 
gestation. It is also said to give a tone to the uterine fibre, thus increasing expulsive effort, 
and facilitating parturition. It may thus be classed as a uterine sedative and tonic.

Dorsera Rotundifolia; synonyms, Rosella, Rosellin, (Fr,), Sonnenthan, {Ger,)/ part 
employed, the whole plant; natural order, Drostraceee; habitat. Northern Europe and North

Preparations. — Fluid extract of the plant; dose, from five to twenty minims (0.3 to 
1.3 C. c.) repeated every one to four hours. 

Pill — Sundew ext., 3 gr.; dose, i pill. 
Solid extract; dose, X gr. 

Properties. — This agent appears to exert a peculiar action upon the respiratory 
apparatus, and has been found essentially useful in pertussis, asthma, incipient phthisis, 
chronic bronchitis with dry spasmodic cough, nervous or sympathetic cough, whether from 
pulmonary, cardiac or gastric disease. Two fluidrachms of the fluid extract may be added to 
four fluidounces of water (or wine, if indicated) of which a teaspoonful may be administered 
every three or four hours. In former times it was considered a powerful aphrodisiac, and 
as a remedy to cure intermittents, insanity, and to promote delivery. The juice of the plant 
has been used as a local application for the cure of corns and warts. Sundew has been 
recommended also in certain phases of dyspepsia, especially for the relief of flatulence.

o reproduce these artificially, and experience has shown that the effects 
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tht artificially prepared waters are identical witli those of the natural mineral waters. At 
least, this is true of the saline and alkaline waters, which are most commonly used. 

The advantage of a freshly prepared artificial water over a stale article that his 
traveled perhaps a thousand miles, and been kept in stock, even if preserved in weU- 
secured bottles, is apparent at a glance.

To prepare the mineral waters from the ''salts," it is only necessary to dissolve 
them in the requisite proportion of pure water, and they may then be charged with carbonic 
acid in the usual manner for use in the fountain.

Two preparations of ox gall are official in the U. S. Pharmacopoeia: inspissated ox 
gall and purified ox gall. The latter is a somewhat more concentrated preparation than the 
former. The German Pharmacopoeia formerly recognized a still more concentrated prepara- 
tion, fel tauri depuratum, siccum, which is identical with the article sometimes sold under the 
name of choleate or choleinate of sodium. We prepare, in addition to these, a powdered 
inspissated ox gall which is in many cases more convenient for dispensing than the ordinary 
tenacious semi-solid product.

Among artificial digestive agents, the preparations of pancreatin have of late assumed 
especial prominence. The action of pepsin is confined to the peptonizing in acid solutions

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of the albuminoids; it has no action on fatty or starchy foods. The pancreatic fluid, on the 
other hand, digests all kinds of food, converting albuminoids into peptones, starch or dextrin 
into sugar, and reducing fats to the form of a perfect emulsion. While these effects are 
most energetically produced in alkaline solutions, they are not wholly prevented by the 
presence of acids. 

Our preparations are of a very concentrated character, and possess in a high degree 
all the digestive powers of the pancreatic secretion. They contain the three peculiar 
ferments of the pancreas; myopsin, steapsin, and amylopsin, effecting the digestion respec- 
tively of albuminoids, starch and fats. They are especially useful in peptonizing milk, effect- 
ing a complete transformation of the casein into peptones in a very short time. 

Pancreatin, Liquid, Concentrated. — Possesses in a high degree all the digestive 
properties of the pancreatic fluid. One fluidrachm will peptonize a pint of milk in about 
half an hour, at no*' F. It is well adapted for the extemporaneous preparations of elixirs* 
etc., and may be prescribed by physicians in suitable combinations. 

Pancreatin, Pure — A highly concentrated preparation, of which 5 grains will suffi- 
ciently peptonize a pint of milk, at 110° F. in from one-half to one hour. 

Pancreatin, Saccharated. — This is identical with the pure pancreatin, except that it 
is rendered more permanent and more acceptable to children by the addition of pure sugar 
of milk. It is one-fourth the strength of our pure pancreatin and will be found a much 
more active preparation than that commonly offered under this name. 

Digestive Tablets. — These tablets contain one grain each of pure pepsin and pure 
pancreatin and two grains of lacto-phosphate of calcium. For further particulars see * 'Di- 
gestive Tablets", page 58. 

Peptonizing Tablets. — To facilitate the preparation of peptonized milk, we have 
recently added to our list tablets or compressed pills of pancreatin, 2}4 grains, put up together 
with separate tablets containing each ten grains of sodium bicarbonate. Put a pair of the 
tablets which contain a quantity of pancreatin just sufficient to peptonize j4 pint of milk, in 
half a gill of tepid water and stir at intervals until they are completely disintegrated. Add 
then half a pint of milk previously warmed to blood heat, and allow the mixture to stand in 
a warm place until peptonization has preceded to the desired extent.

IMPORTANT DRUGS. 



To employ therapeutic agents to the best advantage the physician must be able tl 
adjust with precision the dose he prescribes. This is impossible so long as the drug is 
able in quality or strength. That crude vegetable drugs are liable to very grei 
these respects is a fact only too well recognized in our day, and the drug in its crude form is 
now comparatively little used; it has given place to preparations such as solid and fluid 
extracts, which arc practically more uniform in character than the crude drugs they represent. 
These in turn must he before long superseded by preparations whose strength is definitely 
fixed by assay, as in the case of our Normal Liquids and Standard Solid Extracts. Mean- 
while those who are disposed to place medication on a scientific basis, have no alternative 
but to emplay as far as practicable the active principle of the drug itself. This has already 
been done very generally in the case of a few drugs, such as cinchona bark and opium, buL 
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the number of these active principles which might be made available in this way has increased 
greatly within the past few years, and we desire to call the attention of physicians to some 
of the more important of these, which we are now prepared to furnish. We shall be glad to 
receive clinical reports of the results obtained in the use of these comparatively new reme- 
dies. The following list includes some of the most important of these, together with a few 
chemicals and medicinal agents drawn from other sources, which, except in a few of the large 
cities, the physician finds it difficult to procure: 

Acid Trichloracetic; employed as a reagent for the detection of albumin in urine. 

Acid Metaphosphoric; a convenient and portable test for albumin in urine. 

Aconitine; an exceedingly active preparation, i-ioo grain being equivalent to about 
one grain of Aconite Root. 

Adonidin; resembles Digitalin, and is employed chiefly for its action upon the heart. 

Agaricin; strongly recommended for the relief of night sweats of phthisis. 

Apomorphine Muriate; derivate alkaloid from morphine; an active emetic. 

Ammonium Glycyrrhizate; used to mask the bitterness of quinine and other naus- 
eous drugs. 

Ammonium Picrate; recommended as a substitute for quinine. 

Antipyrine; synthetic alkaloid, a substitute for quinine; reduces febrile temperatures 
without producing disagreeable concomitant efifects. 

Aspidospermine; valuable for dyspnoea in its various forms. 

Atropine, Pure; the alkaloid of Atropa Belladonna 

Atropine Sulphate; differs from the pure alkaloid in that it is freely soluble in water. 

Berberine Hydrochlorate; tonic, hepatic stimulant, anti-periodic, etc. 

Berberine Phosphate; soluble in water; properties the same as the hydrochlorate. 

Cadmium Sulphate; used chiefly as a local application in conjunctivitis, ulcers and 
opacities of the cornea, otorrhoea, and gleet. 

Chinoline; derivative from coal tar. 

' Chinoline Salicylate; the anti-periodic and febrifuge properties of the base in 

this salt are believed to be intensified by combination with salicylic acid, a powerful anti- 
zymotic. 

Chinoline Tartrate; a poweriul antiseptic, and is said to relieve whooping 
cough. 

Cannabin Tannate; an efficient hypnotic, producing a quiet and refreshing sleep. 

Caffeine Citrate; used to relieve headaches, neuralgic pains, and for its sustaining 
effect. 

Cholesterin; believed to be an excrementitious product, of no application in 
medicine. 

Cocaine; the principal alkaloid of Erythroxylon coca. See article on * 'Cocaine, "page 
II, and article on *' Erythroxylon Coca,** page i6. 

Codeine; obtained from opium; used chiefly as a cough remedy, and frequently cures 
headaches. 

Coniine; a liquid alkaloid; active principle of poison hemlock, aad therapeutic pr»» 
perties the same as those of the crude drug. 
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CoNiiNE HyDROBROtUTE; loluble crystalUisble; more luilable for dispensing il 
the alkaloid itself. 

CoNliNz HVDROCHlxiltATE; rcficmblea the preceding. 

Colocvnthih; active principle of colocynch, and uses ihe same as of the crude dntg. 

CoNVALLAUAKiN; cardiac tonic Tesembling digilalin. 

CoTOlNi valuable in chronic diarrhceas.

Esbkihe; see Physostigmine. 

Etkvl Bromide; this aoxsthetic is pronounced by Dr. Chisholm, after an extended 
experience in its use, the most pleasant, safe, and prompt of any we possess. For short 
operations. It certainly stands without a rival. Although in longer operations It cannot be 
substituted for ether or chloroform, it is a valuable adjunct to these. It may be employed 
aa a preliminary 10 the administration of ether, or else it may be advantageously used aa 
one of the constituents of an anesthetic mixture. Thus Dr. Byrd employs a mixture of: 
bromide of ethyl, one volume, chloroform, three volumes; strong alcohol, four volumes. 
Dr. Booth uses in labor cases, as well as in surgical operations, a mixture of: bromide of 
ethyl, one part (by weight); chloroform, one part; alcohol, two pans. 

Hvdbastinr; alkaloid from Hydrastis canadensis. The therapeutic activity of golden 
seal Is due principally to ibis alkaloid, although it Is present in the drug in comparatively 
small proportion. It must not be confounded with the so-called bydrastine muriate — a 
yellow crystalline powder, obtained by adding muriatic acid to solutions of golden seal — 
which Is, in fact, a salt of berberine, and acts simply as a bitter tonic. The true hydrastin* 
at white alkaloid exerts a peculiar stimulating and alterative action upon the mucous mem- 
brane, and is a valuable remedy in atonic conditions of the bowels, and in all catarrhal 
afiections of the mucous tracts. It is especially useful in chronic affections of Ihe bladder 
and genito-urinary system, in the treatment of granular lids and other chronic aSections 
tbe eye; also in diseases of the throat and ear. 

HouATFLOPiNE Hvdbobkomate; employed by oculists in making opthalmoscopii 
smloationB of the eye. 

HvosciNE Hydrobrouatb; from Hyoscyamus niger; its peculiar active priiuJpIc; 
powerful sedative, paCicularly useful in quieting maniacal cscitemenL 

Hyoscyamine; alkaloid from Hyoscyamus niger, Identical with Daturiae; prodi 
the peculiar effects of henbane. 

Kairins; synthetic alkaloid; said to be an excellent febrifuge. 
Muscarine Stjlpkatr; powerfully stimulates the salivary and cutaneou* accretions. 
Nafelline; an alkaloid obtained from Aconltum Napellui. 

Papain; the coocreie juice of the unripe fruit of Caiica papaya; employed as a 
Mitmr for pCMla. eipeciaUv in tbe treatment o( dlphthei^ 
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Papayotin; a concentrated preparation of Papain. 
Paracotoin; neutral principle of Paracoto bark, used in diarrhoeas, etc. 
Paraldehyde; a hypnotic, resembling in its effect chloral hydrate. 
Pelletierine Sulphate; a remedy for tape- worm. 

Pelletierine Tannate; commonly used in preference to Pelletierine sulphate. 

Physostigmine {Eserine) pure crystals; this alkaloid is the chief active principle of 
Calabar bean. The pure alkaloid being insoluble in water, is not well adapted for medicinal 
uses. Physostigmine salicylate is the official salt, and has the advantage over the sulphate 
tbat it forms permanent crystals, and its solutions in water are more stable than those of the 
sulphate. It is chiefly employed as an application to the eye, but may be used wherever cala- 
bar bean is indicated.

Picrotoxin; the active principle of cocculus indica. An ointment of lo grains to the 
ounce has been successfully used in tinea capitis.

Resorcin; an odorless antiseptic; dissolves readily in water; reduces pulse and tem- 
perature in febrile conditions. 

Sanguinarine Nitrate; expectorant, nauseant, deobstruent, etc, 

Sanguinarine Sulphate; resembles Sanguinarine nitrate, but is more soluble in 
water. 

Scillitoxin; a cardiac sedative. 

Sclerotic Acid; ergotinic acid of Kobert; one grain represents about 25 grains of good 
ergot. 

Sodium Choleate; a mild laxative, especially useful in flatulent dyspepsia. 

Sodium Tungstate; employed as a reagent for the detection of albumin in the urine. 

Taraxacin; one grain represents about ten grains of dandelion root; uses the same 
as those of the extract of dandelion. 

Terrebene; a product of turpentine, used in winter cough. 

Uranium Nitrate; employed with alleged success in the treatment of diabetes 
mellitus. 

Veratrine; sternutatory acrid, irritant and depressant poison; employed almost 
exclusively in the form of an ointment or oleate, or a topical application in neuralgias, espe- 
cially in sciatica.
